ALGERIAN MINING—THE IRON MINES OF DRA-EL-KEDDACH.—

| Wheal Rose, and minutely inspected all the surface workings and 
| the proposed alterations. They subsequently lunched together in 
| the account house. The CHAIRMAN of the Girectors (Sir George 
| Innes) presided, and among those present were—Mr. J. Valentine

After the usual preliminary toasts, the CHAIRMAN in giving 
““ Success to East Wheal Rose,” observed that the directors had come 
down there as soon as practicable to verify by personal observation 
the plans that had been submitted to them in London. The re- 
starting of that mine had created no small stir beyond the limit of mining 
circles, and after their inspection they could express an opinion as to its being a 
thoroughly bona fide good property. (Applause.) No doubt the opinion they 
had already formed would be enhanced by the opinions of the qualified experts 
| who had come among them that day, and their visit, he was sure, would not be 
wasted. This mine had been the mine of the past, and they, profiting by the 
suggestions and reports of those experts, intended to make it the mine of the 
future. (Applause.) 

Mr. MarrHEM LoaM, the engineer of the mine, said it was just 42 years now 
since he had been connected with East Wheal Rose. There were two questions 
they must consider—first, the drainage of the mine ; and, secondly, the perma- 
nent future working. (Applause.) The drainage of the mine was one of simple 
and pure engineering, anp a matter comparatively of no difficulty at all. Given 
the quantity of water, and the drainage was simply a matter of power and time. 
He had ascertained from official sources, and from the official records of the mine, 
from the time of its starting to its close, that the inflow of water amounted to 
1000 gallons per minute. To attack this water they proposed to apply two en- 

ines at two different points. The engine would be 90-in. cylinder with 20-in. 
Fitts, and to discharge 1000 gallons of water per minute meant 500 gallons to each 
| engine. Those engines would keep off the inflow of water at 4% strokes per 
minute, which was just half what those engines would be capable of doing. 
Therefore, if it were necessary at any time for one of those engines to stop work- 
ing, the other would be able at any time to attack the water at little less than 
full speed. There were two shafts, one at the extreme north and the other at 
the extreme south of the mine. Between these two there was a vast tract with 
no available shaft, and he proposed tnat they should have three points of opera- 
tion—one at each end and one jin the middle. The mine was not brought down 
by a falling off in the resources of the lode, but the sinking of Michell’s shaft in 
the centre of the mine on the lode. He proposed to sink a shaft off the lode, 
and to place the larger engine of the two on the north ground and the lesser on 
the south. By these means they would keep down the water and have a valu- 
able property. (Applause.) 

Capt. SKEWIS agreed most decidedly that there should be a middle shaft, 
because so far as was known the great run of ore was between Michell’s and North 
Rose shafts. There was no question that the richest lodes were between these 
points—in fact, so far as it went when it was worked it was one of the finest lead 
mines in England. It was only a question of driving levels into that fine run of 
lead ground which, fromcircumstances he explained, had never been proceeded 
with. For nearly three years the north part of the mine supported the whole 
of the workings. Whenever the mine was cleared of the water, and the shaft 
sunk as far as was justifiable, he believed they would again have one of the 
biggest lead mines in England. He agreed with Mr. Loam as to the disposition 
of the engines, and with his suggestion as to the central shaft. If they hada 
70 or 80-in. enginefupon that shaft they would be able to work the mine at twice 
the depth it was at prosent. From indications he had obserbed when connected 
withthe mine, he believed northwards there was a considerable and a valuable 
quantity of lead. The hard ground in the past had not been worked, because the 
men on the spot from boyhood had been used to working the sand, and were 
unaccustomed to boring or blasting, consequently the mine was only worked in 
the directions where it was all light pickwork. In many places, therefore, they 
had much virgin ground, and a considerable saving would be effected in the im- 
proved machinery, and especially on the dressing-floors. In the old mine there 
was much waste in this way, and they employed then no less than 1170 hands. 
He believed there were yet some thousands of tons of lead in the old workings, 

‘and many hundreds of tons in the burrows to the southward which would pay 
for working. 2 

Capt. NANCARROW, late manager of West Chiverton, had also had much expe- 
rience of the mine, and for 53 years had been connected with lead mines. He 
thought the mine was exceedingly rich, and Penrose shaft especially was in 
good condition. Hethought there was very valuable ground to the south, which 
would quickly and easily repay the working. He considered the large engine 
should be placed in Penrose’s shaft. 

Capt. DomGe, captain of the mine, agreed as to the valuable nature of the 
mine.

He put six shaftmen to try one of these lodes in the 
adit level, and was satisfied that it was a fine-looking lode indeed. He had been 
in the Tamar Silver-Lead lode, and he had never seen such backing there as in 
the great caunter at East Wheal Rose.

Capt. SKEWIS explained that the stopping of the mine was never due to the 
falling off in the appearance of the lodes or for want of silver.

Captain PHILLIPs said for 14 years he had worked in Wheal Eliza. He inspected 
the mine a few months before it stopped, and he must say that he never sawa 
mine looking better in his life. (Applause,) He could endorse everything that 
Captain Skewis had said He was satisfied that they had one of the richest 
silver-lead mines in England—(applause)—and in the three kingdoms. He 
believed now there were 7600 tons of lead left in the ground above the 100 in the 
old working. He had not the slightest doubt but that the south ground was 
equally as good as that to which he had referred. (Applause.) 

Captain Hooprr, who also had been much connected with the mine, said he 
had never worked in such arich piece of ground before or since. (Applause.) 
Indeed, once wien working in an end it was so rich that he had said to his com- 
rade—‘‘ If we had this on tribute they would make their fortune in ‘ halfa stem.’” 
(Laughter and Applause.) He could conscientiously say it was a good property, 
and had he the money he would buy up the shares and work it himself. There 
were thousand of pounds worth of silver-lead to be taken out of the burrows, 
and some very rich stuff, he was certain, below the old workings. (Applause.) 

Captain PHILLIPS explained that when they had forked the water to below 2 
few fathoms they could put the tributers to work, and, he believed, raise lead 
enough to pay the cost of the working of the mine. (Applause.) 

Mr. Loam observed, in reference to the slight divergence of opinion with re- 
gard to the placing of the engines, which was a matter of mere detail, that there 
really would only be 25 per cent. difference in the two.

There has been scarcely any change in prices in the Haute-Marne, 
and the current of affairs has continued satisfactory.

The Paris, Lyons, and Mediterranean 
Railway Company has just sold some old ails at 5/. 2s. per ton, 
and some fish-plates at 4/7. 16s. per ton. The production of pig in 
France in 1880 amounted to 1,733,102 tons, as compared with 
1,400,286 tons in 1879; of iron, to 952,308 tons, as compared with | 
857,071 tons in 1879; and of steel, to 384,626 tons, as com ared with | 
433,965 tons in 1879. In these latter totals steel raiis gured for | 
979,847 tons, as compared with 253,742 tons in 1879. There is little | 
change to note in the general tone of the German iron trade. 

The state of the Belgian coal trade has remained sensibly the | 
came. The market for industrial coal has been quiet, without much 
change one way or the other. 

The Belgian iron trade appears to be in rather an uncertain state, 
and it is difficult to predict the course which affairs will take. At 
present prices are pretty well established, and the construction work- 
chops have employment assured to them for some time to come. The 
yolling-mills have also plenty to occupy them during March, while 
ome of them are occupied for a longer period. Iron has been gene- 
rally quoted in Belgium at 51, 4s. per ton ; the fact has, however, not 
escaped attention that the demand for iron is falling off in Germany, 
and this may of course have some influence upon Belgian prices. 

Plates 
have not experienced much change upon the Belgian markets ; No. 2 
has been currently dealt in at 7/. 4s. per ton. The Sclessin Com-; 
pany has just completed the great bridge over the Volga at Gyzran, 
for which it contracted at St. Petersburg in 1874. The length of this 
pridge is 4767 ft.; the quantity of iron absorbed in its construction 
was about 10,000 tons, and the cost of the materials used was 140,000/. 
he iron was supplied by the Sclessin and Couillet companies, &c. 
The bridge has sustained satisfactorily severe tests, and it is now 
opened for traflic. A new undertaking has been started under the 
style and title of the Baume Forges and Rolling Mills Company. 

‘During the second half of last year, the production of mineral 
combustibles in France amounted to 10,013,797 tons, of which 
4,736,713 tons were coal and anthracite and 276,884 tons lignite. As 
compared with the second half of 1879 this production shows an in- 
crease of 615,482 tons. The aggregate production of mineral com- 
bustibles in France for the whole of 1880 was 19,412,112 tons, as 
compared with 17,110,979 tons in 1879, showing an augmentation of 
9301,133 tons. It was in the departments of the Pas-de-Calais, the 
Nord, the Loire, the Gard, and the Sadne-et-Loire that coal mining 
made the most progress last year. The demand for domestic qualities 
of coal has been in a very languishing state in Austria for some time 
past, in consequence of the mild weather which has prevailed of late. 
As regards industrial coal, the spring season appears to be, thus far, 
promising well. The German coal trade has acquired a much more 
quiet tone; the demand has fallen off, and there are also some ap- 
prehensions that prices may very possibly give way. The total con- 
sumption of coal in Berlin last year is estimated at 1,494,000 tons, of 
which 114,000 tons came from England. 

The statistics of the output of coal and the production of pig-iron 
in France during last year have been published by the Ministry of 
Public Works. The total output of anthracite coal and lignite 
during the year was 19,412,112 tons, against 17,110,979 tons in 1879, 
17,096,000 tons in 1878, and 16,804,000 tons in 1877. The output 
from the pits in the departments of the Nord and Pas-de-Calais ex- 
ceeded 8,000,000 tons, showing a increase of 1,000,000 tons on the 
previous year; while the output from the Loire coalfield exceeded 
3,000,000 tons, showing an increase of 400,000 tons. The total pro- 
duction of pig-iron was 1,733,000 tons, against 1,400,000 in 1879. The 
total production of manufactured iron was 952,000 tons, against 
857,000 tons in 1879, the increase being spread over all the principal 
descriptions, including rails and plates. The production of steel was 
384,000 tons, against 333,000 tons in 1879. 

Contracts for 15,000 tons of rails for the Austrian Empress Eliza- 
beth Western Railway (a Bill for the transference of which line to 
the State has been laid before the Reichstrath) and for 20,000 tons | 
for the railways already under State control or subventionised by 
the State have been placed with the Austrian Associated Ironworks. 

Several monster freight locomotives are in process of construction 
for the New York, Pennsylvania, and Ohio Railroad. They rest on 
six drivers and a four-wheeled truck, and will weigh 33 tons empty. 

The largest order for locomotives ever placed in the United States 
has been received by the Baldwin Locomotive Works. 1t comes from 
the Denver and Rio Grande Railroad Company, and is for 144 loco- 
motives, part of which will be delivered next fall, and the remainder 
during the following winter. The cost of the 144 locomotives will 
agcregate something over $1,000,000, or about $7000 a-piece. 

A report from Essen says that employment is very active at the 
Krupp Works. Large orders have been received on account of the 
toumanian, Greek, Swedish, Dutch, and Italian Governments for 
quick delivery. In the cannon departments work is being carried 
on day and night. The staff of workmen has been considerably 
increased, 

Building industry will be prosecuted with activity this year at 
Paris, and a company is said to contemplate operations in the neigh- 
bourhood of the Champs Elysées to the amount of 3,200,0007, Rail- 
way plant is obtained for the moment with some difficulty. The 
Paris, Lyons, and Mediterranean Railway Company has given an 
order for 25 turntables to the Perigord Company, at 117 17s.

REMARKS.—The metal trade remains without marked change; 
prices, however, although for the most part keep tolerably steady, 
are, nevertheless, in some instances a shade easier, while the demand 
continues chiefly of a limited character. There is no perceptible 
feature of any consequence which seems at all likely to affect the 
future course of the markets either in one direction or the other ; 


and consequently, as prices are without any symptom of improvement for some 
little while to come, there is necessarily but a small amount of vitality in the 


speculative demand. To encourage or stimulate speculation for a rise it requires | 


some bright and rosy prospect for the immediate future of the trade, and also 
some great probability of a speedy advance being effected in prices; and, there- 
fore, since the markets appear just now to be depressed of these needful and 
desirable points, it is not a matter of surprise that,they are dull owing to a lack of 
speculativeenquiry. But the existence of quietude in the demand through this 
cause is not a criterion that there is any likelihood of the legitimate demand 
diminishing—in fact, it somewhat indicates the further development of bona 
fide requirements ; for low prices cannot fail to augment in due time both con- 
sumption and shipment. Unless speculation becomes directed towards the 
markets, however, there seems little chance of any particular advance in 
prices ; for, notwithstanding that regular trade is in a fairly healthy condition, 
yet as production ‘is fully maintained—in some cases above the wants of the 
trade—and stocks are consequently thereby being increased, there does not seem 
on this account much probability of any material improvement in prices. 

But as a season of animation invariably follows one of dulness, it seems cer- 

tain that in accordance with this established rule the longer the present period 
of inactivity is prolonged the greater the reaction in,the markets will be when the 
turn does take place, for by the present facilities with which consumers and ship- 
pers can make purchases fresh enterprise will doubtless be entered into, and by 
improved Board of Trade and Traffic Returns holders will have greater ease in 
maintaining their markets, while for the same reason speculation would doubt- 
less assume great dimensions, and prices perhaps be enhanced very rapidly, 
As it is impossible to foretell how long it may be ere the turnin the markets 
willoccur, and also on account of present — for the most part being extremely 
moderate, it seems rather dangerous to keep orders in abeyance, merely in the 
hope of being able to buy more favourably hereafter, for although there is an 
easy tendency prevailing at the moment a sudden change at any time may take 
—_ and past experience has shown that not infrequently when the markets 
1ave looked the most gloomy, and there has appeared great likelihood of pro- 
longed depression, that has been the time when the markets have been nearest 
their recovery, and this having been the case upon some previous occasion there 
is nothing to prevent it recurring again. B 

Coprrer.—There is only a very limited amount of business doing 
in this metal; nevertheless, prices continue remarkably steady at 
last week's rates, not, however, from any probability of an increased 
demand or a reduced supply but more especially on account of the 
market being almost entirely void of speculation either for a rise or 
fall, and also on account of the firmness of holders of the raw ma- 
terial. The enormous stocks, combined with the fact that production, on the 
whole, is being kept up rather above requirements, makes the chances of dearer 

rices somewhat remote, so that there is little encouragement to tempt specu-

Unanimity 
amongst the miners was essential, and the Mining Journal was the 
first to encourage this unanimity, and suggest the best means of 
organised opposition to the patent. In the result a large fund has 
been subscribed, for the honest appropriation of which Mr. Peter 
Watson, the managing director of Devon Great Consols is responsible to every 
subscriber. He received support in the shape of subscriptions from many mines 
which were absolutely in debt ; and Nobel’s case having so completely collapsed 
that a comparatively small outlay by the managers of the fund was necessary, it 
is but common justice that the surplus should be returned pro rata to the sub- 
scribers. The proposition to give the surplus to the West Cornwall Miners’ 
Hospital is simply absurd ; and the mere recognition of the suggestion by the 
Dynamite Committee would lay every member of it open not only to censure, 
but to the charge that they are dishonourable enough to apply to improper pur- 
poses money which does not belong to them, and which many of those to whom 
it does belong are more in want of than the hospital, which one-half of the 
adventurers who really provided the funds never heard of. Take, for example, 
Wheal Agar, which is making so heavy a loss that a call of 6s. per share is 
necessary. Why should part of that call be given in benevolence to a hospital 
without every individual adventurer’s consent? Happily, every member of 
the Dynamite Committee is believed to be too honourable to permi this name 
to be mixed up with such a disreputable proceeding; so that it is confidently 


believed that the account will be at once closed, and the surplus returned 
to those entitled to it. 

The system of fixing the purchase price to be paid by public com- 
panies has had attention directed to it by the case of Hallett v. the 
Hoover Hill Gold Mining Company, which came before Vice-Chan- 
cellor Hallon Thursday, upon his ex parte application for an injunc- 
tion to prevent the company purchasing at the price fixed in the 
prospectus. The Court refused the injunction because the appli- 
cant failed to make out his case. As it is now the almost univeral 
practice for the vendor to fix his own price, and state in the prospectus that he 
has done so, applicants for shares ought not afterwards to complain of excessive 
price—they should determine beforehand whether they were prepared to give 
the price asked. An experienced promoter once declared that ‘the public are 
not such fools as some people suppose them to be ;” and it might also be said 
that ‘‘ the public are not always so innocent and honest as they pretend to be.” 
| Not one-fourth of the applicants for shares in new enterprices care anything 

whether the property represented by the shares is valuable or worthless—all 
| they consider is whether there is a probability of resale at a proflt, Hence even 
| promising mines are neglected and ruined, and undeveloped ones are scarcely 
tested at all. Mr, Hallet had 50 shares allotted to him, and adm’‘ts that heafter- 
| wards bought more shares at a premium. Had the premium been maintained 
| or increased so that he could have cleared a profit he would probably have cared 
| nothing about the purchase price received by the vendors. The drop from

THE MAGNETIC NEEDLE, AND MINING PLANS. 

Recent events in connection with mining operations show most 
forcibly the great importance of having the working plans of mines 
almost mathematically correct, yet we have had plain proofs that 
many, considered in every way most reliable, have just been the re- 
verse. Many of the mining surveys now in use cannot be relied on 
within five or ten yards at a distance from the shafts, and the pro- 
tracting of one line from the preceding ones, and so on in succes- 
sion, perpetuates every error, and is a system of “ judging,” as it is 
termed, that should not be adopted by the mining engineer. In many 
instances the taking of the magnetic variations have been entirely 
disregarded, and this has led to many errors appearing on plans. In 
taking the meridian there was a great deal of difference in the ob- 
servation taken on one day and that observed on another. To some 
extent, no doubt, the atmosphere affected the needle, for oxygen being 
a component part of it was a substance that attracted the needle, 
and it was also probable that the heat of the sun also affected it. 
The difference in the weather and the seasons of the year, it may be 
taken, had a tendency to a variation of the needle from the true me- 
ridian. To determine the deviation of the plane of the meridian, or 
of the due north, it was usual for the direction of the Pole star to be 
takenwhilst the first star in the tail of the constellation of the Great 
Bear was passing precisely underneath the Polar star. The true Pole 
was a point in the line joining the two stars a little removed from the 
Pole star, just opposite to the next star which is visible to the naked 
eye. It has been said that greater accuracy has been obtained by 
taking what is termed the “ solar meridian,” but how this can be done 
does not appear to be known to many of our mining managers. One 
gentleman has informed us that he has taken it frequently by a transit 
instrument; all that was required being to find the proper time the 
sun was passing the meridian of a certain place, aud then fixing on 
some important station on the surface make the observation at the 
proper time. The Ordnance maps were generally tolerably correct, 
and they were used to find the longitude of the place wanted or re- 
quired, As to taking the time, which, of course, was required to be 
most exact, it was done by ascertaining the Greenwich time at a place 
and then correcting it by means of calculation, so as to obtain the 
mean time at Greenwich. 

As to old mining plans, as a rule, it is no doubt correct to say that 
if they were now brought into use, to have the workings correctly 
carried on such could not be done without going and comparing 
them or getting the true meridian again. But it has been stated by one 
of our mining engineers who has paid a great deal of attention to the 
subject, that by adopting the solar meridian there would be a uni- 
versal similarity in all plans, as every plan would be drawn on its 
proper meridian Every plan throughout the country would be as 
parallel as possible, and by that means they would be able to com-

It is in the departments of the Pas-de-Calais, the Nord, the Loire 
the Gard, and the Saone-et-Loire that French coal mining made the 
/most progrezs in 1880. There can be no doubt that these depart- 
| ments are all rich in coal, and that it is stillonly partially turned to 
account. The French are not as a people over fond of coal mining, 
Still they are thrifty and industrious, and they would probably 
| have worked their coal to a greater extent than they have done had 
|not their attention been occupied and diverted by the disastrous 
foreign and internal wars in which it has been their bad fortune to 
have been plunged —partly through their own unhappy passion for 
barren military glory, and partly through the folly and ambition of 
their rulers. The enormous standing army which France maintains 
is no friend to the deveiopment of industry in France; on the con- 
trary, it absorbs far too large a number of the strong arms which 
might be much more happily and much more profitably employed in 
the pursuits of peaceful industry. The wonder, perhaps, is not that 
French coal mining has been developed so slowly, but that it has 
been developed at all. The terrible drain upon the population of 
France, which was the result of the wars of the First NAPOLEON, 
the tremendous loss of life in the Revolution which preceded them, 
the struggles and conflicts which have followed them, have all been 

formidable stumbling blocks in the way of French industry.

Where very 
great care has not been taken it may be said the use of the magnetic 
needle underground, where the greatest accuracy is so necessary, 
has led to many errors which have led to litigation and loss of time 
by driving in the wrong direction. Surveying, however, can be done | 
without a needle, especially where there is only one shaft, and this 
can be effected by two thin copper wires carrying heavy weights at 
the bottom immersed in buckets of water to diminish the oscillation, 
a deal straight edge being fixed so as almost to touch each wire at 
right angles to the line between them. The extremes of six or ten | 
successive oscillations should be marked with a pencil on each 
straight edge, and the mean taken with a pair of compasses, and the 
wires fixed to such mean points. Standing behind the wires the 
surveyor should next send a candle along the heading as far as it 
could be seen, and fixed in a line with the wires, and this operation 
should be repeated in the opposite direction, placing a candle against 
one of the wires, and to check the whole it should be seen whether 
the three candles are exactly in line. The latter being the basis of | 
the whole underground survey should be permanently marked by a) 
few pegs driven into the roof with nails in them, or by some other 
marks. On the surface permanent pegs should be placed at some 
chains distance on each side of the shaftin a line with the wires. By 
this means there is obtained a line on the surface exactly correspond- | 
ing with the base line of the operations underground. 

This system has been found to be a really good one after the most 
severe tests that it was possible to have, not only in ordinary | 
mining but in tunnelling as weg. Surveys for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the extent and direction of underground workings should 
be so trustworthy and accurate as to enable the surveyor to show 
from this map or plan the very points on the surface below which 
the mineral has been taken away, and to what extent the subter- 
ranean excavations have extended. This under ordinary circum- 
stances he can do by taking the horizontal dimensious of the surface 
area, and then unite the horizontal dimensions of the areas from 
which the mineral has been excavated beneath. Another means fre- 
quently used in surveying was by having three stones in a line, and 
testing the compass frequently, when a correct survey could be en- | 
sured by a competent surveyor, and this could be done in thin seams 
of minerals where the theodolite could not be brought into use. 
The magnetic needle, however, was a rather favourite mode of sur- 
veying, but in connection with it; but it was affected by magnetic | 
stones and ironstone. Still, in making surveys of mines there can | 
be no question as to the importance of the taking accurate note of | 
the magnetic variations, so as to ensure the accuracy of mining plans, | 
and these have at many places been entirely ignored, and with serious 
consequences to the owners of mines. In one case we are told of 
two beds of coal which were worked simultaneously according to the 
plans, and the result was that there was a difference of several chains, 
which greatly astonished the engineers. Only recently, too, in an 
action tried in one of the superior courts, heavy damages were 
awarded to a mineowner for trespass and getting minerals by the 
party who had gone beyond his boundary, owing to the inaccuracy 
of the plans. ‘To have plans accurate and in every way reliable it 
has been suggested that there should be a long line on the top, show- | 
ing the variation of the compass at every time, so by that means no | 
errors could well arise. Ilowever, the importance of accurate plans | 
in connection with every description of mining operations cannot 
be too forcibly expressed, nor can the best known systems be too 
often brought under the notice of mine managers and mining en- 
gineers, on whom so much responsibility rests for the safety of those 
employed under them, as well as for the security of the property 
placed in their keeping. 





COAL IN FRANCE. 

We have to notice a somewhat remarkable and important fact — 
that in the second half of 1880 the production of coal (including 
lignites) in France attained an aggregate of 10,013,797 tons. This 
total is, we believe, altogether unprecedented ; and it would appear 
to show that France has at length attained a production of mineral 
combustible amounting to no less than 20,000,000 tons per annum. 
The extraction in the first half of 1880 was ccarcely at the same rate, | 
nevertheless it amounted to 9,398,325 tons. The production for the 
whole of 1880 was, accordingly, 19,412,112 tons, while the corres- 
ponding extraction for 1879 did not exceed 17,110,979 tons. The 
increase in the production in 1880, as compared with 1879, was con- 
sequently no less than 2,301,133 tons. When we take account of the 
fact that the importation of English, Belgian, and German coal into 
France proceeded upon an unusually large scale last year, we are led 
irresistibly to the conclusion that the consumption of coal among 
the French must be increasing in a very rapid ratio. The French 
people were never placed in more comfortable circumstances than 
those which they at present enjoy. The continuance of peaee, the 
development of industry, ard the accumulation of wealth are all 
conditions which are eminently calculated to increase the consump- | 
tion of coal in French centres of population, both for domestic and | 
for industrial purposes.

worked. Lancashire was a very faulty district, and, moreover, the 
men have not received the same amount of special training in the 
particular system as was the case in the Midlands, 

The essential elements of success can be fairly ascertained from 
Mr. Hedley’s observations. In Derbyshire and Nottinghamshire they

PRESERVATION OF METALS. 
LONDON METALLIC COATING COMPANY. 
That the employment of metal, and especially of iron, is frequently

| impracticable, owing to its liability to become injured by exposure, 


is well known, and many very ingenious suggestions have from time 
to time been made for removing the objection. Hitherto, however, 
the remedy has been, almost without exception, inefficient or expen- 
sive, but to judge from the specimens exhibited during the past week 
by the London Metallic Coating Company, 18, Queen Victoria-street, 
and the details given with regard to the prices at which the several 
specimens can be supplied, it would certainly appear that their pro- 
i The process consists essentially 
in fusing a vitrifiable coating upon the surface to be protected, the 
exact details being varied according to the metal under treatment, * 
and the effect which it is desired to produce. For the “ inoxidation 
of iron,” which could probably alone be developed into an important 
industry, the cast or wrought iron objects are coated with a silicate 
composition by means of the brush or by dipping. The coating 
quickly dries upon the objects, which are then passed through a fur- 
nace which is heated according to the density of the articles under 
treatment. The fusion of the silicate composition into the pores or 
fibres of the iron then takes places, and becomes homogenial there- 
with, the objects upon cooling being covered with a dull black coat- 
ing, not liable to change through atmospheric influence, nor to disin- 
tegrate from the surfaces to which it has beeu applied. This process 
supersedes the necessity of painting,and the iron objects when treated 
thereby are rendered not only impervious to rust, but become of 
greater durability. The application of a second coating of the com- 
position imparts a bright black hue wherever applied, so that the com- 
pound effect of dull and bright black inoxidation is obtainable by 
this process upon such parts of the iron objects as may be desired. 
Amongst the articles shown were coloured enamelled and perman- 
ently bronzed architectural ornaments—finials, ridge ornaments, ba- 
lusters, balconies, ceiling centres,and soon—the introduction of which 
would give vastly improved effects, with scarcely any increase of cost. 
The coloured enamelling process consists in coating and furnacing 
iron articles by the combination of the silicate composition, previously 
described, with vitrifiable colours. The chief object of this process 
is the production upon iron of smooth, polished, coloured surfaces 
which present superior and more durable results than those obtair- 
able by ordinary painting and varnishing. By this process great 
variety of metallic and enamel colours may be produced either sepa- 
rately or in combination. The permanent bronzing process is based 
upon that of the coloured enamelling. Various styles of bronzing 
are obtained by fusing metallic powders and oxides, either upon the 
prominent parts or in the hollows of the objects treated. This bronz- 
It will be 
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readily understood that by a combination of the enamelling and | 
pronzing processes some very attractive results are obtained, whilst 
the further addition of gilding, platinising, and iridising still further 
heighten the effects. The platinising and gilding process is applic- 
able either to polished metal surfaces direct or to iron previously | 
enamelled. Platinum or gold held in solution is applied to the | 
articles under treatment, and by the aid of heat, imparted by means | 
of a muffle oven, the platinum or gold becomes incorporated by fusion | 
with the metal surfaces. By the iridising process a variety of pris- | 
matic effects is obtained through exposure of the objects after their | 
previous metallic treatment to the action of sulphurous and other | 
vapours, . F 

And it is not alone to metal that the process is applicable, for the 
metallised enamelled terra cotta corbels shown as specimens leave 
no doubt that in this direction also there is a large field for enter- | 
prise. It is mentioned that by modifications of the platinising and | 
gilding processes, glass, whether in the form of sheets or tubes, or of 
plown or moulded objects, and also terra cotta and other ceramic 
ware, may be durably ornamented by platinising or gilding, while 
looking glasses and mirrors may be produced at much less than their 
present cost, and without the deleterious use of mercury, the platinum 
coating applied not being affected by moisture or friction. Glass | 
may also be ornamented by specially prepared vitrifiable pigments, 
and such ornamentation may either be in simple or compound colours, | 
and with or without the combination of platinum or gold. The pro- | 
tection from rust through the first or inoxidation process appears to 
be complete, and a great recommendation of the invention is that 
surfaces of an inferior casting, or a slightly rough terra cotta article 
are rendered so smooth and uniform that when the gilding, platinis- 
ing, or enamelling is applied, the maximum of brilliancy and finish | 
is attained. The platinised glass appears to be valuable as a reflector, 
being brilliant in appearance, whilst a “ Lord’s Supper ’”—an iron | 
casting platinised—is scarcely discernible from oxidised silver, so 
that the process ought to come largely into use for church decora- | 
tion. The exhibition will well repay a visit, and most of those who

DyNAMITE.—RKeferring to the refusal of the Privy Council to re- 
commend the prolongation of the dynamite patent, fully reported in 
last week’s Journal, Iron to-day remarks that a couple of months 
will open the doors to competition in explosive compounds of this 
class. That the public, as represented by the mining interests, has 
been well taxed in this matter there can be no doubt, for, read by 
the light of the cross-examinations, the accounts show the cost of 
dynamite to be far below what it is made to appear in them. It is 
truly observed that in the result miners must not expect to obtain 
good explosives for a mere song. It is true that they have been 
paying highly hitherto, but they will find themselves mistaken if 
they expect they will get them of similar strength and quality at a 
reduction of something like 50 per cent., as some fancy they will. 
It is possible that nitroglycerine compounds may be offered at that 
or a similarly reduced figure, but it is a question whether the quality 
and strength will not suffer a corresponding reduction. The Home 
Oflice will control the question of quality as contra-distinguished from 
strength, but the miner will have to decide whether a cheap explo- 
siye gets him as much ground with corresponding advantages as one 
slightly more expensive. It is well known that there are several com- 
pounds of the nitro-glycerine class, and that one in particular has 
been well proved in the past, and has not been found wanting in any 
respect. Inasmuch as miners have already become practically fami- 
liariged with it, we may expect it to come to the front again. At any 
rate, a discriminating public will shortly have the opportunity of 
choosing between the various explosives which will doubtless be 
offered, and which will either stand or fall upon their own merits. 





THE IRON TRADE.—F rom data given in Fossick’s Chart of the Iron 
Trade for the last 50 years it appears that the production of iron in 
the United Kingdom increased from 678,417 tons in 1830, to 7,200,000 
tons in 1880, the largest production previous to last year having been 
in 1872, when it amounted to 6,741,929 tons. The stocks of Scotch 
pig-iron, which in 1844 amounted to 200,000 tons, reached 250,000 
tons in 1845, but fell to 125,000 tons in 1847, when they again com- 
menced to increase, and in 1852 reached 500,000 tons. The lowest 
point appears to have been touched in 1856, on the termination of 
the Crimean War, when the total quantity in stock was 100,000 tons, 
from which point it increased yearly until the end of 1864, when it 
reached 750,000 tons; by the end of 1867 it had fallen to below 
500,000 tons, and then again commenced to show an annual increase 
until 1870, when it reached 700,000 tons, from which by degrees it 
diminished, till in 1874 it was down to 100,000 tons. It has since 
continued to increase yearly, and at the end of last year amounted 
to a little under 750,000 tons, ‘The exports of iron and steel in 1830 
amounted to 117,135 tons, and increased each year almost without 
break until 1872 when they reached 3,382,762 tons; from this they 
decreased until they reached 2,224,470 tons in 1876, at about which 
level they continued until 1879, when they reached 2,879,884 tons; 
last year the quantity was no less than 3,787,271. ‘The lowest price 
for Scotch pig-iron appears to have been 32s. per ton in 1813; how- 
ever, in about 12 months it reached 63s., and in 1845 it was nearly 
5/. 10s. perton. After many fluctuations, it fell as low as 37s in the 
spring of 1852, but before the year was out the price was nearly 4/., 
and the following year 5/. Karly in 1865 it had fallen to 4(s., but 
before the end of the year it had risen to 60s. per ton, and by the 
following spring went up to 75s. The next lowest point touched was 
50s. in 1870, from which it improved, almost without a break, to 
61, 10s. in 1872, and 71. 5s. in the beginning of the following year; by 
the autumn of 1879 it had again fallen to 40s., but improved to 68s. 
before the year was out. In 1880 it further rose to 73s. 6d., from 
which point it soon fell, and during the last six months remained 
steady, with fluctuations of not more*than 4s.

SAFETY HYDRAULIC CARTRIDGES, 


In designating the apparatus which he has invented, a cartridge, | 


the inventor—Mr. JAMES MACNAB—has done much to limit its in- 


troduction, as the natural idea is that a cartridge may be exploded 
for the production of some useful effect, it has, nevertheless, been 
largely adopted, and has given general satisfaction. 1t is, in fact, a 
safety hydraulic tamping, and acts most effectually, confirming the 
whole of the gases of the charge so as to utilise the maximum effect 
of the explosion. It is claimed that the undeniable improvement 
that Mr. Macnab has made upon all former methods of blowing down 


coal and blasting rock in mines, quarries, &c., consists principally, in | 


the addition to the charge of the bore-hole, of a certain quantity of 
water conflned in a special cartridge. The ordinary method of charg- 
ing a hole is too well known to need description. According to Mr. 
Macnab’s system a tube of water is inserted between the explosive 
and the ordinary tamping. Into the hole, for example, is inserted a 
powder cartridge with fuze attached; next to the powder cartridge 
is inserted into the bore-hole a tube containing water. These tubes 
should be as large as the bore-hole will admit, and of any convenient 
length ; the longer the better. They may be made of any convenient 
cheap material, thin tin-plate, or of stout brown paper turned round 
on a wooden roller and pasted together, the ends closed with corks ; 
the bore-hole is then tamped, the fuse lit, and the cartridge flred in 
the usual manner. The powder in exploding bursts the tube and the 
water makes an absolutely gas tight tamping; the result being that 
the entire force of the explosive is utilised. 

The testimonials received from those who have tested the system 
are highly encouraging; that of Mr. John Park, engineer of Hundall 
Colliery, near Chesterfield, who testifies his appreciation of the patent 
hydrautic cartridge, and adds :--“ We found that it not only subdued 
all flash, but also condensed the powder smoke in such a manner as 
to be undiscernable.
